alphabet. 

It was not until her second year in 
school that Helen gave expression to 
a wish lo learn to speak, tier teach-

my tongue in the position for the

lower front teeth, and to de 
that the teeth were slightly parted, 
this investigation 1 placed one 

of her forefingers upon my teeth and 

the other upon my throat, or tr... 
at the lowest point where it may be 
felt, and repeated the sound ' i ' 
several times. 

" During this time, Helen, stand- 

1 front of me in the attitude of 
one listening intently, gave the 
closest attention to every detail, and 
when I ceased making that sound, 
her fingers Hew to her own mouth 
and throat, and after arranging her 

and teeth, s|,e Ottered the 
sound i so nearly like that I had 
made, it seemed like an echo of it. 
When told that she had given tlio 

sound correctly, she repeated it 
and again. I next showed her 
by means of her sensitive lingers the 
depression through t he centre ol the 
tongue when in position for the 
sound of a. and the Opening between 
the teeth during the utterance of 
that sound. Again, she waited with 
he fingers upon my teeth and throat 
until t sounded ral times, and 

then she gave the vowel fairly well. 
A little practice enabled her to give 
it perfectly. We then repeated the 
sound of i and contrasted it w ith a. 

"Having these two differing posi- 
tions well fixed in her mind 1 illustra- 
ted the position of the tongue and 
lips while sounding the* vowel o. she 
experimented with her own mouth 
and soon produced a clear, wall-de- 
fined o. After aoquirin be be- 
gan to ask what the sounds repre 
seliled and if they were Words, ami 
I then told her that i was one of the 
sounds of the letter 1, thai a WS

Miss Fuller read and exhibited 
several letters and exercises written 
by Helen. The diction was almost 
faultless, and the ideas in many cases 
were poetic. She writes witli a 
pencil upon a grooved tablet, an in- 
strument commonly used by the 
blind, and produces writing that 
would rival in its perfection and 
beauty copperplate itself.

In the afternoon 
session Miss Hay with opened by illus- 
trating methods of primary instruc- 
tion as used in the Clark Institution. 
This was followed by a paper from 
Miss Hobart, of the Horace Mann 
school, upon the same subject. Miss 

Fuller read a paper by Miss Ida 11. 

Adams on blackboard writing as a 
help, after which Dr. Hell took up 

teaching young deaf children. The 
evening was devoted to a children's 
entertainment in the parlor. The 
afternoon session was attended by 
William Robert Boa and wife, of the 
Midland Institute for Deaf-Mntes, 
England. 

The discovery that a child lacks 
the sense of hearing is a terrible 
shock to the hearts of loving parents. 
The discovery and realization that 
this calamity may have been gradual; 
it may have came suddenly. In the 
early recognition lies the possibility 
of imparting to the little one the 
benefit of early training, thereby tit^ 
ting the child from the beginning tor 
the future training, and education in 
the school for the deaf, which is to 
prepare it for the duties of life and in 
a measure compensate it, for the want 
of the sense of hearing. Deaf-mutes 
are divided into two classes, congen- 
ital mutes and semi-mi. 
ital mutes are those born deaf, and 
classed with them are those who have 
lost their hearing by di other 

accident before (hey learnt to speak. 
By the term semi-mute are designated 
who have lost their hearing 
aftei ther had acquired the s 
speech, No opinion can be formed 

ling the hearing powers ol' a 
child until it. is from four to six 
months old, for previous to this time 
the hearing child has not become con- 
scious of the sense of hearing ; the 
ear re. mad passively, uncon- 

sciously ; the brain is not as yet able 
to re and interpret sound. 

Hut after this age the child becomes 
cognizant of hearing, and its general 
development enables it to show the 
impressions which the various kinds 
of sound have made upon it. It will 
turn in the direction from whence 
the sounds proceed, and by its facial 
changes show the impression called 
forth by tin- voice or sound. There 

.eptional eases where a hearing 
child does not show the power of 
recognition of sound until it has be- 
come a year old ; therefore di 
elusive evidence proof regarding the 
hearing of a child can bo established 
tint il it has reached the lattei 
Deafness may be caused by various 

nd parents cannot b 

careful m exercising the utmost 
oattticA, particularly in the very last 
Stages of diseases incident to child- 
hood, and especially during convales- 
cence. The days are past when a deaf 
person is looked upon as wholly unlit 
tor mental development, in t'.i 
no better than an idiot.

matters have taken place, the work 
among deaf-mutes has received anew 
impetus by the introduction of the 
oral or articulate method. This 
teaches the child to speak and to 
read spoken words from the lips of 
other persons. This method is used 

in most of the European schools. 

Prance alone has not fully 
the old method of teaching tb. 
or gesture language, and to spell the 
words by means of the linger alpha- 
bet. This is called the French school. 
The oral method came from Germany 
to England, and from thence it has 
been introduced into this country. 
Owing to various obstacles its pro 
greSS here has been slow, but it has 
taken root and it will grow. What 
is the differenoti in the two methods V 
Briefly this, the oral method teaches 
the child to speak by word of mouth 
and to read spoken language from 
the lips of others, hence the deaf- 
mute is no longer a mute. 

With the other method the deaf- 
mute remains dumb forever. Hut in 
the connection of the blessing of 
speech to the dumb, the oral method 
carries another, that of enabling fay 
Schools for tlw deaf to be organized 
wherever it is practicable in our 
towns and cities. For there is no 
more fruitful soil for the growth of 
the oral method than where the child 
can be continually with hearing 
people, and so may have the oppor- 
tunity to practice daily what it has 
learned in school. Applicable to all 
teaching of lip reading is this : Speak 
distinctly, but do not exaggerate. 
The speaking person must show bis 
lips in a favorable position as near as 
possible on a line with the eyes of the 
deaf person, so that the organs of 
speech are plainly visible.

One black winter 
afternoon, she writes: "The days 
are so short that I do not ma.'jagc to 
accomplish much reading, but some 
thing new and really good has recent 
ly fallen in my way, in the Mtimoira 
of Madame de Remusat." 

Again she says : " Having no out 
side ri creations, reading is my sole 
dependence.
